In addition, 
the complaint alleges, there were 63,- 
392 pounds which they received, and 
which they did not ship, but agreed 
to pay $1,267.27 for it for their own 
use. 


The complaint alleges that in the 


shipments made, the millng company 
substituted an

986,700 pounds the association re- 
ceived $2,987.61 less than the true 
value of the grain. 


The complaint alleges that the 


milling company has failed to pay 
the $1,267.27 for the wheat which 
they purchased, and also has failed 
to pay the $2.987.61 alltged to ''be 
due the plaintiffs. This makes the 
total alleged to be due of $4,254.88.

WASHINGTON—Grown-up stamp 


collectors have apparently con- 


vinced the government that theirs 
is a regular calling. 


Or perhaps it's just good business 


judgment on the part of the Post- 
office Department, for the depart- 
ment's Philatelic Agency last year 
sold S135.S75.94 worth of uncan- 
celed United States stamps to col- 
lectors. 


This agency, whose sole business 


is the sale of such stamps to such 
customers, was established in 1321. 


Stamp collectors and dealers. 


known among themselves as phila- 
telists, liuy a quantity of each new 
Issue as it romes out. They are 
also in the market for issues no 
longer current, including all com- 
memorative issues. 


Xo true philatelist will allow an 


imperfectly centered stamp in his 
album if he can get a better one. 
"Perfect centres." as they are 
known to the fraternity and to the 
Postofflce, are stamps whose white 
borders are equally spaced on all 
four sides. As" soon as a new stamp 
goes on sale, an adequate supply of 
"perfect centres" is sent to the 
Philatelic Agency, which is housed 
ID the Washington Postoffice. 


Want Perfect Stamps 


The department found that col- 


lectors were having a terrible time 
getting those "perfect centres" be- 
fore there was any organized clear- 
ing bouse for them. 
Postoffice 


clerks were also having a terribly 
time, what with requests to pull 
down all their stamps from th« 
shelves and let the collectors search 
through them for what they want- 
ed. There was always a scramble 
at the larger postoffices IK other 
cities when a new stamp came out. 


The department came to feel that 


everyone concerned was entitled to 
more consideration, so. under Post* 
master General Will Hays, the neir 
division was opened. 
The first 


thing done was to order all post* 
masters to send back all stamps on 
hand not of current vintage which 
might be of special interest to the 
philatelists, as the department had 
promised to sell all available issues. 
This roundup brought in a few 
stamps -on which dealers had 
placed a premium—such as th« 
Columbian 
exposition 
set — but 


these were soon gobbled up. 


Today the Philatelic Agency re- 


ceives 10.000 or 12,000 orders a 
year by mail or wire, both from 
dealers and collectors in this coun- 
try and in Europe. 
Alost foreign 


orders come from Germany. Many 
American collectors come in person 
to look over the supply on hand. 


Sold at Face Value 


The orders are filled in the order 


of their coming with "perfect cen- 
tres" and all stamps are sold at 
face value, regardless of what deal- 
ers may charge for them afterward. 
The agency publishes a list of all 
stamps available for sale and thes« 
date back to 1895.
